By ddopting these methods, the re- 
port déclares “the state of Georgia can 
save hundreds of thousands of dollars 
yearly and millions every decade.” 


REVISION 
OF METHODS. 


In. addition to the above recommen- 
dations for economy, the report recom- 
mends numerous revisions of bvuvok- 
keeping methods of various depart- 
ments and institutions. 

: The report calls attention to short- 
ages recovered to the state by this 
audit, amounting to $16,044.08. 

The report recommends that the of- 
fices of comptroller general and state 
insurance commissioner should be 
separated, and further recommended 
that the offices of state treasurer and 
state bank examiner, now combined, be 
eeparated.. 

The report covers the audit of every 
statehouse department and all the in- 
stitutions in the state which receive 
monéy from the state, and is accom- 
panied by complete statistical tables 
showing the condition of each depart- 
ment and institution, the report, in 
some instances, bringing the examina- 
tion of accounts up to as late as June 
20, 1916. 

Bearing upon the matter of appro- 
priating money, the auditor’s report 
claims that, through lack of a budget 
procedure, Georgia’s “appropriations 
have not been properly made,” and that 
“this is the first deficiency of the state

100 Recruits Secured. 

More than 100 new recruits were 
added to the Fifth’'s ranks and those 
of battery B Monday. The work of 
recruiting will continue until the very 
moment of the troop’s departure. Re- 
cruiting officers will then be left at 
the Armory for,the purpose of supply- 
ing additional “rookies.” 

The Governor’s Horse Guard (troop 
L. of the Second squadron cavalry) 
will be joined at the Terminal station 
this morning by troop F, under the 
command of Captain Cecil Neal, of 
Gainesville, and the two troops will 
proceed together to Macon. 

Troop L will leave with seventy-five 
men, ten above the minimum require- 
ment. The artillery’s minimum footing 
is 133 men. Recruiting to its ranks 
was more vigorous Monday than at any 
other time since the call to colors Sun- 
day a week ago. } 

The Fifth’s total stood 825 Monday. 
This shows a recruitment of 425 since 
the mobilization command.

Estimates to cover the pay and 
maintenance expenses of the state 
troops, totaling $88,000,000 up to Jan- 
uary 1, were laid before congress. With 
them went figures of $13,000,000 for the 


purchase of horses and mules for army 


use. The total estimates of the quar- 
termaster general alone pass the $100,- 
000,000 mark. 

The house passed the annual army 
appropriation bill after adding $26,000,- 
000 for emergency purposes during the 
brief debate that preceded the vote. 
An urgent deficiency bill carrying $25,- 
000,000 for national guard pay, equip- 
ment and transportation was framed 
in committee for presentation to the 
house tomorrow. 

Railroad representatives were called 
into conference at the war department 
to hasten the movement of troops and 
supplies to the border. A definite plan 
was mapped out under which traffic 
experts of all lines will work with 
army quartermasters in routing trains, 
Special marks will distinguish cars 
with army supplies, insuring them 
right of way at all ‘switching points.

WILSON THANKS 
BUSINESS MEN. 


President Wilson expressed to call- 
ers today his appreciation of the an- 
nouncement ' of business houses 
throughout the country that their em- 
ployees would be permitted to serve 
with the national guard without loss 
of salaries or positions. Several em- 
ployers have sent such announcements 
direct to the white house and the presi- 
dent has written thanking them. To 
one New York company whose offer 
reached him today he wrote: 

“The patriotic response of the busi- 
ness men of Sates in the present un- 
usual circumStances of the country has 
been what I, personally, confidently 
expected it would be and it affords me 
genuine pleasure to have this oppor- 
tunity to express my admiration and 
gratification.” 

State department estimates fix the 
number of Americans remaining in 
Mexico at approximately 1,000. All of 
those who. decided to leave are expect- 
ed to be en route nortn by the end of 
the week. Some have announced their 
intention of remaining, whatever hap- 
pens. This number grows less from 
day to day, however, as individuals 
change their minds and apply for 
transportation. 

Consuls at Manzanillo and Frontera 
have started home. No consuls now 
remain in the interior. Some are lin- 
gering at ports where American war 
, craft are keeping vigil for refugees. 


FEW AMERICANS 
LEFT AT TAMPICO. 


At Vera Cruz, where more than 400 
Americans from Mexico City have ar- 
rived in the last few days, the conges- 
tion has been relieved by the departure 
of a Ward liner, crowded above ca- 
pacity. The transport Sumner, now at 
Tampico, has been ordered to Vera 
Cruz and will be relieved by the tender 
Dixie. The number of Americans at 
Tampico has been reduced from nearly 
2,000 to about 200. 

In connection with the oil fields of 
the Tampico region, it is known that 
the attitude of the Carranza comman- 
der in charge at the fields themselves 
has been much more conservative than 
that of General Naffarete at Tampico 
itself. State department officials feel 
that this condition may serve to pro- 
tect the wells somewhat in the event of 
war. 

Secretary Baker announced tonight 
that navy yard employees who are 
members of the national guard will be 
given honorable discharges in cases 
where their:services are needed by the 
navy. Secretary Daniels had suggest- 
ed such a ruling. Mr. Baker said the 
government had ample equipment for 
all the guardsmen ordered out, though 
the task of taking the supplies from 
warehouses and marking, packing and 
shipping them had entailed some delay 
in distibution. This is being rapidly 
overcome, the secretary said. 

Secretary Baker and General Scott, 
chief of staff, today inspected the Dis- 
trict of Columbia camp at Delray Va., 
where first of the District guardsmen 
were being mustered into the federal 
service. A signal corps of seventy-five 
men and twelve officers of the medical 
, and quartermaster’s departments qual- 
{ified during the day. A battalion of 
*negro infantry will be mustered in ear-

A refugee from Mexico City arriv- 
ing at the border today, said that at 
Stations in northern Durango men and 
women who no longer had clothing to 
cover themselves crowded about the 
train and cried for food. He sald they 
fought over bits of orange peeling 
which a fellow traveler threw from 
the coach.

POWER TO DRAFT 
GIVEN TO WILSON 


Senate Amends and Passes 
House Resolution Regard- 
ing National Guard — No 
Relief Provision for Guard. 


Washington, June 26.—The house 
resolution authorizing the president to 
draft national guardsmen into the fed- 
eral service was adopted by the sen- 
ate today after a $1,000,000 appropria- 
tion,to aid dependent families of those 
so drafted had been stricken out and a 
provision substituted under which 
guardsmen having families dependent 
on them could be excused from service. 
A preamble declaring that an emer- 
gency now exists requiring the service 
of troops other than the regular army 
also was eliminated. 

There was sOme confusion tonight 
over the exact meaning of the draft 
authorization as finally adopted. Sena- 


tor Clark, of Wyoming, who moved to| 


strike out the declaration of an 
emergency, included in his motion a 
proposal to eliminate also a qualifying 
clause hinging the draft authorization 
on Section 111 of the army reorganiza- 
tion bill. The qualification had been 
attached in the house to exclude from 
the draft such national guardsmen as 
would not take voluntarily the required 
oath for federal service, 

Senator Clarke's amendment, how- 
ever, was accepted by Chairman Cham- 
berlain, of the miltary committee, and 
the preamble and qualifying clause 
were stricken out without discussion 
and by unanimous consent. 

May Give Conscription Power. 

The language of the resolution as 
adopted was construed in some quar- 
ters as giving the president an un- 
qualified power of conscription over 
all national guardsmen. It reads: 

“Resolved, by the senate and house 
of representatives of the United States 
of America, in congress assembled, 
that the president ‘be, and he is hereby, 
authorized to draft into the military 
service of the United States any or all 
members of the national guard and of 
the organized militia of the several 
states, territories and the District of 
Columbia, and any and all members 
af the national guard and organized 
militia reserves to serve not exceeding 
three years unless sooner discharged.” 

Senator Clarke said tonight his mo- 
tion did not contemplate giving a con- 
scription power to the president, and 
e did not construe the amended reso- 
lution as conferring such authority. 
The qualifying clause referring to sec- 
tion 111 had been an unnecessary and 
cumbersome provision, he said, likely 
to weaken the resolution by making 
the draft authorization dependent upon 
a single section of the army bill. 

It was said tonight that should it be 
found that the amended resolution did 
in fact give the president conscrip- 
tion power, it would be modified in 
conference, to which it probably will 
be referred tomorrow. 

The appropriation for relief of de- 
pendent families of drafted guardsmen 
was stricken out by a vote of 45 to 30 
after an all-day debate. Under the 
provision substituted the secretary of 
war would be authorized to excuse 
from service, on their own applica- 
tions, all militiamen who have fami- 
lies depending on them for support. 
Twenty-one democrats and nine re- 


| publicans voted to retain the million- 


dollar appropriation. The resolution 
itself was adopted without a roll call. 


Sherman Wants War. 


Senator Sherman, of Illinois, offered 
an amendment just before the final 
vote was taken, incorporating in the 
resolution a virtual declaration of war 
against the de facto government of 
Mexico. The proposal was tabled on 
motion of Chairman Chamberlain, but 
not until the Illinois senator had ar- 
raigned the senate for delay in pre- 
paring for eventualities in Mexico. 

“IT am weary of listening to mere 
form of’ words,” Senator Sherman de- 
clared. “Congress should declare here 
and now that a state of war exists be- 
tween the United States of America 
and the de facto government of Mex- 
ico. It is the acme of idiocy to in- 
quire of a man what his purpose is 
after he shoots you in the face.” 

Senators Hitchcock, Reed, Lee, of 
Maryland, and Lewis defended the 
provision for a relief appropriation, 
and Senators Chamberlain, Stone, Wil- 
liams, Thomas, Gore and others spoke 
against it. Senator Lewis declared 
that if any set of men were respon- 
sible for the failure of the United 
States to be premared in the present 
moment it was the pacifists who, by 
teaching that war was cver, had made 
it impossible for members of con- 
gress to appropriate money for ade- 
quate defense. Senator Stone predict- 
ed that pecuniary relief for the guards- 
men would make “degenerate sons of 
noble sires.”

Preparations Made to Re- 
ceive State Troops on the 
Border — Funston Expects 
to Have 70,000 Guardsmen 
in Ten Days. 


San Antonio, Texas, June 26.—Diplo- 
matic exchanges between the United 
States and Mexico have ceased to oc- 
cupy the attention of army headquar- 
ters here. With the regulars, officers 
and men ready for any eventuality 
along the border, attention has been 
turned toward preparations for the ar- 
rival of national guardsmen and the 
whipping into shape of those army 
units which will take the place of the 
troops now stationed along the Rio 
Grande. 

Twelve thousand guardsmen were 
expected to start for ‘‘somewhere in 
Texas” ibefore morning. Nine thou- 
sand others are expected to follow im- 


mediately, and within ten days Gen- 
eral Funston is expected to have 70.000 
to supplement the regular army units 
at his disposal. 

Working Day and Night. 

While other departments of the 
army are waiting the word from 
Washington, or the incident which will 
bring them into activity, the quarter- 
master’s department is working night 
and day. Supplies of all description 
are being purchased in enormous 
quantities and commissary officers 
have ceased to speak of contracts for 
supplies in terms smaller than the 
hundred thousands. Buildings at all 
strategic points along the border are 
being hired to supplement the storage 
facilities at the army posts. 

The city commission of San Antonio 
today granted permission to all rail- 
roads entering this city to lay spur 
tracks across streets and establish 
yards which will facilitate the han- 
dling of supply shipments. 

Bids were opened here today for 
73,000 animals, including 20,000 draft 
and pack mules, and 63,000 cavalry and 
artillery mounts. The total cost will 
be more than $10,000,000. 

It is deemed probable that when the 
final disposition is made of the na- 
tional guard troops a censorship on 
troop mevements will be established. 
At (present many of the guardsmen are 
being sent to the main base camps, but 
it is improbable that these points rep- 
resent the ends of the journey to the 
border. 

Word was received at headquarters 
today that a force of 1,600 Mexican 
troops had arrived opposite Naco, Ariz., 
and were being held in trains at that 

oint. General Funston said that plans 


ad ‘been carried out to counter the 
move. 


Pershing Concentrates Forces. 


General Pershing has reported that 
he is drawing in his advanced detach- 
ments and holidng his force in such 
position as to make an effective move- 
ment in any direction that the trend 
of events may demand. 
| General Funston has not received 
word that the two squadrons of the 
Eleventh cavalry sent to discover the 
fate of Captain Boyd’s command, en- 
gaged at Carrizal, had been ordered 
back to the main column. It was said 
that while this detachment had not 
reached the town of Carrizal itself, as 
such an advance probably would have 
meant another clash, it apparently had 
finished the work for which it was 
sent out. It was pointed out, however, 
this force might be held for scouting 
purposes and to gain prompt informa- 
tion of Mexican troop movements. 

It is assumed at headquarters that 
as the country adjacent to Carrizal has 
been thoroughly combed, all the strag- 
glers from the Carrizal fight have been 
picked up and that those still unac- 
counted for are dead. The disposition 
of the two squadrons has been left 
absolutely to the discretion of General 
Pershing. 

General Funston today expected the 
immediate movement of three brigades 
of three regiments each of the Illinois 
and Wisconsin guard to move imme- 
diately to Fort Sam Houston. The Mis- 
souri guard also was expected to leave 
during the night for Texas. 

No further reports were received 
from General Pershing today and all 
border points reported quiet. 


EL PASO READY 
FOR GUARDSMEN. 


El~ Paso, Texas, June 26.—Hurried 
preparations for the reception of thou- 
sands of national guardsmen were un- 
der way in El Paso tonight. Military 
authorities believed that approximate- 
ly 20,000 guardsmen will arrive here 
before the end of the week, and, with 
the 5,000 regular troops now stationed 
here, will make El Paso the largest 
military concentration camp in the 
United States. 

With the entire national guard of 
Massachusetts, New Jersey and Con- 
necticut, approximatin 10,000 men, un- 
der orders to entrain 
eral Bell said that he was preparing 
for the housing and rationing of 25,000 
men, so he would be ready to care for 
ex additional troops sent him. 

t is planned that about 5,000 of the 
state troops will be stationed at Fort 
Bliss, while camp sites were laid with- 
ing the corporate limits of the city for 
the remaining 5,000. General Bell said 
that water tanks had been laid, sewer 
connections made and the ground level- 
ed, leaving nothing for the guardsmen 
to do upon their arrival but to set 
up their canvas. 

Arrangements have been made for 
the drilling of recruits by non-com- 
missioned officers of the regular army. 

Military authorities today compiled 
lists of motor cars and motor trucks 
in El Paso available for army use in 
emergencies and arrangements were 
made with four local hospitals to care 
for overflow patients from the base 
hospital at Fort Bliss. 

The cities on the border were calm 
tonight. Excitement caused by ru- 
mors that American and Mexican 
troops had again clashed between Car- 
rizal and Villa Ahumada was allayed 
when American and Mexican military 
authorities denied the report. 

Discussion on both sides of theriver 
centered upon President.Wilson’s de- 
mand upon Carranza. Mexican offi- 
cials and Mexicans of the better edu- 
cated class said they did not believe 
'there would be any objection to sur- 
rendering the American prisoners 
taken at Carrizal. This concession, 
they said, ought to satisfy American 
pride, but they expressed fear it would 
not. In the Mexican view the Carrizal 
fight is simply an object lesson as to 
the danger of letting the American 
troops come into contact with the 
Mexicans.

Captain Lewis S. Morey 
Tells of Bravery of Tenth 
Cavalrymen in the Fight 
at Carrizal. 


LIEUT. ADAIR WAS KILLED 


IN HAND-TO-HAND BATTLE 


His Last Words Were “Go 
On,” to the Sergeant at His 
Side—Boyd Heroically Led 
Men Into Ambush of Death

Field Headquarters, Mexico, June 26. 
(By Wireless to Columbus, N. M.)— 
American negro troopers faced almost 
certain death at Carrizal with smiles 
on their lips, and they burst into song 
once or twice as they. fought their grim 
fight against odds. This was the story 
told by Captain Lewis S. Morey when 
he arrived at field headquarters to- 
day. 

“For 45 minutes the men fought, 
joking among themselves al] the while, 
even though they realized we had been 
trapped and had little chance of get- 
ting out alive,” he said. 

Captain Morey said that he had 
never seen such valor as was displayed 
by Captain Charles T. Boyd in leading 
a handful of dismountéd skirmishers 


* through the machine gun fire and into 


the ambush of death. He added that 
it was not until their ammunition was 
exhausted that the troop was finally 
cut to pieces, and he told of the heroic 
death of Lieutenant Henry R. Adair, 
of Portland, Ore., in an attempt to re- 
plenish it. 
Adair’s Last Words, “Go On.” 

Lieutenant Adair died fighting, his 
last words being, “Go on, sergeant,” to 
& non-commissioned officer at his side, 
Captain Morey said. The two were on

Be Governed in Prohibition 
Violation Cases by Judge 
Hill’s Ruling. 


“Two hundred dollars and thirty 
days” has been amended as a sentence 
for alleged “blind tigers’’ in the re- 
corder’s court. In the future Judge 
George E. Johnson will bind offenders 
over to the state court, but the “regu- 
lation fine” and stockade sentence will 
be omitted. 

This action comes as the result of a 
ruling by Judge Ben Hill, of the supe- 
rior court, which declares that the state 


courts alone have jurisdiction in al- 
leged violations of the prohibition law. 
To impress on the city authorities of 
Atlanta that this ruling will stick, 
Judge Hill on Monday allowed a writ 
of habeas corpus in the case of Henry 
Word, who had been fined $200 or thir- 
ty days by the acting recorder, Coun- 
cilman Ed Mincey. 

“My court wants to aid the state 
colrts in every way possible. In spite 
of reports that I would continue to fine 
Violators of the prohibition law is open 
defiance of Judge Hill's ruling, I want 
to state that I will bind offenders over 
in the future and omit the fine. This 
decision of mine meets with the hearty 
approval of City Attorney Mayson,” said 
Judge Johnson Monday night. 

. Wants Ordinance Amended. 

Thomas B. Felder, special attorney 
for the law enforcement committee of 
the State Anti-Saloon league, wants the 
city council to amend the city ordi- 
nance s0 as to cover cases not includ- 
ed in the etate law. “We will continue 
to fight alleged blind tiger operators 
until we weed out every one in Atlan- 
ta,” he said. “A few chaingang sen- 
tences will put an end to this illegal 
traffic in whisky. But the city offi- 
cials should get busy and frame a new 
ordinance that would not conflict with 
the state law. There are many cases 
over which the city police court would 
have jurisdiction if the city fathers 
would draw up a new ordinance.” 

Police Chief Mayo in discussing the 
decision of Judge Hill, stated his men 
would be just as alert in apprehending 
“tigers” as before. ‘Although the city 
will lose a considerable amount in rev- 
enue, still it is our duty to break up 
lawlessness in Atlanta, and you can 
count on the police force to do its 
duty along that line,” he said. 

Friday of last week Judge Hill hand- 
ed down a decision that the reeorder’s 
court could not fine in whisky cases. 
At that time the city recorder, after a 
conference with the city attorney, was 
quoted as saying he would continue 
fining in such cases until the matter 
could be carried to the court of ap- 
peals.

AUDITOR CRITICISES 
ENTOMOLOGY DEPT. 


The report has the following to say 
in regard *to the department of en- 
tomology: 

“We find that there has been no 
bank account kept in the name of the 
state of Georgia, or in the name of 
E. L. Worsham, state entomologist, for 
the receipts and disbursements of this 
department. The receipts and disburse- 
ments relating to this department, we 
understand from Mr. Worsham, were 
handled through his personal account, 
Viz., L. Worsham. 

“Our examination of this department 
shows that on December 31, 1915, there 
was an unexpired cash balance on hand 
of $14,995.83, whereas the bank account 
of E. L. Worsham shows a net balance 
of but $49.77. 

“On January 1, 1914, the books of 
this department showed a cash balance, 
called unexpended appropriations, of 
$5,994.01. Upon investigation we find 
that the cash balance at that time 
should have been $10,624.30. On that 
date the net cash in bank to the credit 
of BE. L. Worsham was but $1,017.13. 

“To determine the amount of cash 
on hand January 1, 1914, we charged 
this department with all the withdraw- 
als from the treasury and credited it 
with all disbursements from the time 
Mr.. Worsham became connected with 
it in 1907. 

“We understand the cotton seed pur- 
chased by this department %s distribu- 
ted free. This item amounts to about 
$5,000 yearly. 

‘Each item of expenditures for trav- 
el should be supported by vouchers and 
should be approved before payment. 
Mileage rates only should be paid and 
allowed for railroad fares. 


“BANK ACCOUNT 
NOT RECONCILED.” 


“We regret to report the books and 
accounts of this office ;yhave been inef- 
ficienf@y kept. No afidition in cash 
book had been made: the bank account 
had not been reconciled\ and many dis- 
tributions of disbursements were erro- 
neously made. 

“The condition of this department in- 
dicates the importance of so constitut- 
ing the accounting of the state that a 
current auditing of its transactions 
will be had. , 

“By request of the board of ento- 
mology we have brought™the audit of 
this department up to June 20, 1916. 
It is our pleasure to report that on 
that date all funds due the state were 
found on hand. The bank account of 
this department is now being kept in 
the name of the state.”’ 

Upon the subject of the state rail- 
road commission's contingent fund the 
following is quoted from the report. 


DISCREPANCY 
MADE GOOD. 


“Examination of this fund, kept by 
the secretary, showed there should have 
been a cash balance on hand to the 
credit of the state on December 31, 1915, 
of $1,468.77, whereas the actual cash 
a difference of $1,- 
When this discrepancy was ¢call- 
ed to the attention of the secretary it 
was immediately made good. This bank 


| 


account is, and has been, Kept in the 
name of the state.” 

The report comments as follows on 
the oil inspection bureau. 

“The books and accounts of the oil 
inspection bureau were in a deplorable 
condition and much time was therefore 
expended in examining the same. The 
accounting method is very poor and 
has been very poorly kept.” 

The report states that remittances 
from state oil inspectors were found in 
instances to be “from three to eight 
months overdue.” It states, however, 
that, while the “general inspector in 
this office during 1914 and 1915 failed 


to attend to the duties of this office,” 
the present general inspector “is giving 
better attention to the duties of the 
office.”’ 

The report recommends that instead 
of the present 140 local inspectors of 
the inspection bureau, the work can 
better be done by from 5 to 19 inspec- 
tors, thus effecting a saving of some 
$25,000 to the state. 


SUMMARY OF 
DEPARTMENTS. 


A summary of comment upon other 
departments is as follows: 

‘he secretary of state in 1915 was 
due the state some $30 for automo- 
bile license tags. These tags the sec- 
retary had on hand. He had overpaid 
the state $155. He recommended that, 
while the practice is legal, the secre- 
tary of state should not be allowed to 
deposit funds accumulating from the 
saie of automobile license tags to his 
credit, as secretary of state, but should 
remit these funds to the state treas- 
ury. 

The report commends the work of 
the commissioner and recommends that 
he be given additional power to in- 
crease the effectiveness of the tax 
equalization act, and in this connec- 
tion says “the income of the state 
should be greatly increased.” 

The report recommends a change in 
the manner of keeping records in tne 
office of insurance commissioner, and 
that a special insurance investigator 
should determine from time to time 
that all the insurance companies doing 
business in Georgia are paying’ the 
taxes and fees required. 

The auditor reports all balances and 
securities held by the state treasurer 
verified, and recommends an “improv- 
ed accounting system we have suggest- 
ed” which would reduce the work of 
this office by half. It is recommended 
that with the exception of petty cash 
funds all funds should be kept in the 
state treasury, inasmuch as, with the 
exception of three departments, inter- 
est was not collected on cash balances. 

It is stated that the methods of 
keeping books in the office of state 
bank examiner can be greatly simpli- 
fied. a 

The books of the military depart- 
ment are reported well kept and that 
vouchers were found for all disburse- 
ments. 

While it is stated thatthe system of 
keeping books in the agricultural de- 
partment is cumbersome and entails 
too much work, they were neatly and 
accurately kept ‘and should reflect 
credit on the accountant in charge. 


SYSTEM IS 
CUMBERSOME. 


Of the books of the state geological 
department the report says they are 
well kept, but the system 18 cumber- 
some. 

The receipts and disbursements of 
the game and fish department showed 
verified balances, but should be mod- 
ernized. 

The books of the state board of 
health have been well kept, but should 
be simplified and should give a closer 
analysis of accounts. 

The state tuberculosis sanitarium is 
commended on the fact that ms ac- 
counts are audited annually. 

The report points out_ that the 
Academy for the Blind, at Macon, will 
accommodate more students than it 
has, and that the expenditures for sal- 
aries and wages in this institutron 
amount to fully half the annual ap- 

ropriation. 

. The Georgia School for the Deaf, at 
Cave Springs, is criticised for paying 
a treasurer a salary of $400 per year, 
while, it is claimed, a bank would be 
willing to handle the funds without 
compensation, from which the report 
decides that “this salary is an unneces- 
sary one,” and that “our remarks re- 
garding the treasurer’s salary of this 
institution apply to other institutions 
of the state as well.” 

The bookkeeping methods of the 
state sanitarium, at Milledgeville, are 
praised and it is stated the accounts 
were found to be all right, but the ac- 
counts of the storekeeper should be 
simplified and a checking system in- 
stalled. 

The prison commission is commended 
for its modern method of bookkeeping, 
both at the statehouse and at the state 
farm, and it is recommended that sup- 
plies for this department be made 
through the recommended state pur- 
chasing agent. 

The report closes with its recom- 
mendation for the budget system and 
the purchasing department, and sug- 
gests that a qualified person be at once 
selected to study the business methods 
of other states with a view to work- 
ing out a better system for the state 
of Georgia. 

The report states that Governor Har- 
ris’ administration “‘is entitled to the 
credit for having had this first audit 
of the state made,’ and thanks the 
governor and other statehouse officials 
for their courtesy and assistance in the 
work of making the audit. 


ORPET SAW THE GIRL 
IN DYING CONVULSION 


Waukegan, Ill, June 26.—William 
H. Orpet, the 20-year-old University 
of Wisconsin student, charged with the 
murder of Marion Lambert, his school 
girl sweetheart, took the witness stand 
today and told of his meeting with 
Marion February 9 and of her death. 
His recital will be resumed tomorrow. 

He did not see her take poison, nor 
have it about her, he testified, but he 
saw her dying convulsions. He sup- 
ported the theory that the cyanide of 
potassium, which caused her death, 
was taken in powdered form and not in 
solution, as insisted by expert toxic- 
ologists called by the prosecution. 

“I noticed a white powder on her 
face and one hand,” he said. 

The “medicine” which he gave her 
to relieve a supposed delicate condi- 
tion, he said, was simply molasses and 
water. He said he knew she could 
not be suciente and adopted this sub- 
terfuge to relieve her mind. 

Orpet gave an innocent interpreta- 
tion of the alibi letters which he ad- 
dressed to his mother and to Marion. 
He left Madison February -8. In the 
hands of his friend, Otto Peterson, he 
left the two missives, post dated Feb- 
ruary 9, ¢o0 be mailed on the latter 
date. 

He explained that his own parents 
would have objected to his making the 
trip and that Marion’s parents object- 
ed to him. In case he should be seen 
and stories carried to either house- 
hold, he figured that the letters would 
be taken as proof positive to the con- 
trary. 

At the meeting in the woods Feb- 
ruary 9, he said, Marion expressed 
alarm over her condition and he tried 
to persuade her that her fears were 
groundless. He offered the molasses 
and water to relieve her supposed con- 
dition, but she refused it, saying it was 
useless. 

He suggested that she would better 
catch her car and started away, but 
she called him back and asked if he 
was going to write to her any more. 
He said he thought not and started 
away again. 

‘Something, 


I don’t know what,” 
made him turn around, he testified. 
Marion had taken the poison. He 
could see she was having a convulsion. 
He returned to her and she had two 
more tremors. 

The witness said that he became 
dazed and remembered only fleeing 
from the woods. He took a train back 
to Madison. 

Orpet was the first witness called 
by the defense and took the stand 
immediately after James H. Wilkerson, 
chief of counsel for the defense, had 
concluded his opening statement.

Washington, June 26.—Railroads 
serving south of the Ohio and east of 
the Mississippi rivers  todav were 
Sranted an extension of time for re- 
vision of commodity rates in compli- 
ance with the interstate commerce 
commission order effective January 1, 


£916, regulating long and short haul 
tariffs in the southeast. 


SE bern ae order provides that rates 
1916, and crctive on September 15, 
renga '@ grants until August 1, 1917, 
or complete revision of schedules. 

Commodities on which new rates 
must be charged September 15, 1916. in- 
clude: Aluminum fiuoride, explosives, 
hemp or jute, leather. machinery, ma- 
nure, milk, oil, rice, rock, shells, man- 
ufactured tobacco, tovs tinplate and 
wool. ities ;

AUSTRIANS FLEE 
BEFORE ITALIANS. 


Rome, June 26.—A general retreat 
of the Austrians in the Trentino dis- 
trict over a sector about 20 miles in 
extent is announced in an official 
Statement issued by the Italian war 
office today. The statement says that 
the Italians are pressing the pursuit 
vigorously. 

he statement follows: 

“The enemy, incapable of overcom- 
ing our defense and under the ener- 
getic pressure which we have been 
conducting for several days, has been 
forced to begin a retreat north of the 
Mandriéeélle road. We have captured 
the positions of Castel Gamberto, Me- 
lette, Mount Longara, Gallio, Asiago, 
Cesuna and Monte Cengio. Our ad- 
vance continues vigorously closely at 
the heels of the enemy.” 

In addition to the bulletin announc- 
ing the Austrian retreat north of the 
Mandrielle road, the war office issued 
the following statement covering the 
various fields of operation: 

“We advanced from the Arsa valley 
to the Sette Communi plateau. In the 
Arsa valley we took Roassi and the 
slopes southwest of Monte Lemerle.

FRENCH TAKE 
GERMAN TRENCH. 


Paris, June 26.—In a night attack 
the French captured part of a German 
trench between Fumin and Chenois 
woods in the Verdun sector. A German 
attack west of Thiaumont was repulsed, 
according to an official statement is- 
sued by the French war office today. 
A heavy artillery duel is in progress 
west of the Meuse. 

The statement follows: 

“In the Argonne an enemy attack 
upon one of our small posts at La Fille 
Morte was repulsed with hand gre- 
nadeés. 

‘On the left bank of the Meuse the 
artillery duel was particularly lively 
in the region of Dead Man Hill. 

“On the right bank a German attack 
delivered last night upon our positions 
west of the Thiaumont works was com- 
pletely’ checked by our infantry and 
artillery fire. During a local opera- 
tion between the woods of Fumin and 
Chenois we seized some elements of the 
German trenches. In other’ sectors 
there were artillery actions. 

- “On the rest of the front the night 
was calm.” 

Paris, June 26.—The official com- 
munication issued by the war office to- 
night reads: 

“In Champagne our artillery § shat- 
tered enemy organizations north of 
Vills sure tour be. 

“On the front north of Verdun there 
was no infantry action during the day. 
The bombardment diminished in in- 
tensity on both banks of the Meuse. 
Nevertheless in the region of Hill 304, a 
very spirited artillery action was main- 
tained. 

“In the Vosges the fire of our bat- 
teries and the German positions east 
of Chapolette caused the explosion of 
two munitions depots.’”’ 

Belgian communication: “A some- 
what intense artillery action occurred 
in the sector southeast of Nieuport and 
also in the direction of Dixmude and 
Steenstraete. There was bomb fighting 
in the region of Steenstraete.” 


PROGRESS MADE 
BY THE RUSSIANS. 


Petrograd, June 26.—(Via London.)— 
Russian cavalry, after a battle with 
Austro-Hungarian troops, has occupied 
&@ position near Pezoritt, about 5% 
miles west of Kimpolung, in Buko- 
wina. _ The foregoing was announced 
in the’ official statement issued today 
by the Russian war office. 

Regarding the operations in Buko- 
wina the war office announced that 
Russian forces also were advancing 
southward, approaching the passes 
leading into Transylvania. 

The statement follows: 

“Western front: There has been in- 
tense altillery fire in many sectors 
in the regions of Jacobstadt and 
Dvinsk. 

“In the region east of Horodyshohy, 
north of Baranovichi, after a violent 
bombardment of our trenches near the 
Hienobeff farm on Sunday night, the 
enemy took the offensive, but was re- 
pulsed. At the same time on the road 
to Slutsk the enemy attempted to ap- 
Proach our trenches on the Shara river, 
but was repulsed by our fire. 

“In the region northeast of Lake 
Vygonovskoye yesteraay at noon the 
Germans attacked the farm situated 
five versts southwest of Lipsk. They 
were repulsed. The enemy renewed 
his attack at noon on a greatly ex- 
tended front under cover of heavy and 
light artillery. 

“Yesterday morning our aviators, 
sub-Lieutenants Kvasskoff and Vladi- 
miroff, perished, meeting a heroic 
death. 

“On the Styr from Kolki to SkKoul 
the Germans are bombarding our 
trenches with heavy artillery and have 
attacked locally, but everywhere were 
successfully repulsed. 

“Repeated attacks in mass forma- 
tion in the region of Linewka on the 
Stokhod were repulsed by our fire. 

“In the direction of Lutsk and fur- 
ther south he situation is unchanged. 

“On the reaches of the Dniester, 
south of Buczacz, our don Cossacks, 
having crossed the river fighting and 
overthrowing elements of the enemy’s 
advance guards, occupied the villages 
of Siekerghine and Petruve, capturing 
five officers and 350 men. 

“Russian cavalry after a fight ocu- 
pied the enemy position near Pezoritt, 
nine versts west of Kimpolung (Buko- 
wina). 

“According to later reports we cap- 
tured large depots of wood and 3l 
aibandoned wagons at Molit and Fru- 
mos, stations on the Gurahumora- 
RasokKa railway. 

“We also are making progress south- 
ward, approaching passes leading to 
Transylvania.” 

‘Caucasus front: We repulsed night 
attacks in the Trebizond sector in the 
regions of Platana and Djivizlyk. 

“On the right bank of the Euphrates 
the Turks assumed the offensive and 
seized a height in the region of Nourtk 
early in the morning, but toward noon 
we dislodged them. 

“Mesopotamian front: 

“The enemy, after artillery prepara- 
tion, took the offensive at Revanduzo 
(near Mosul) and captured sectors of 
our position, but was driven out by a 
counter attack, leaving a number of 
killed and wounded before our works.

army headquarters.

AUSTRIANS TAKE 
RUSS POSITIONS. 


Vienna, June 26.— (Via London.) — 
The German troops west of Sokul, in 
Volhynia, have stormed Russian posi- 
tions over a front of about 300 meters 
and repulsed all counter attacks, ac- 


cording to the Austrian official com- 
munication issued today. 

The communication admits that the 
Austrians have shortened their fight- 
ing front in the Italian theater be- 
tween the rivers Brenta and Etsch. The 
retirement here was unhindered by 
the Italians. 

The communication reads: 

“On the heights north of Kuty (Bu- 
kowina) Russian attacks were repulsed 
with heavy enemy losses. On the re- 
mainder of this front in Galicia the 
situation is calmer. 

“In Volhynia the fighting activity is 
restricted mostly to artillery combats.

J. Grossman, who, first being duly and legally sworn, 
deposes and says that he has been a practicing attor- 
ney at the Atlanta bar for three years. For some 
years prior to his admission to the bar he was engaged 
in the newspaper business in the city of Atlanta and 
elsewhere in a reportorial capacity. Since October, 
1915, deponent has been associated with Mr. Thos. B. 
Felder in the practice of law. Since his admission to 
the bar because of his former newspaper affiliation he 
has from time to time represented a good many of the 
newspaper men of the city. 

After deponent became associated with Thos. B. 
Felder, one W. B. Flythe, who at that time was con- 
nected as a reporter with The Atlanta Georgian, hav- 
ing become very much involved, consulted him about 
divers matters. There were several small suits threat- 
ened against him, his wages were garnisheed, and he 
concluded to go into bankruptcy. Deponent prepared 
his petition for bankruptcy, but did not file the same 
because said Flythe did not make the deposit of $30.00 
required by law as court costs. 

Deponent further says on oath that during this pe- 
riod said Flvthe had some difficulty with a street car 
conductor, who threw him from the car, and he was 
bruised and injured. Deponent entered upon negotia- 
tions for settlement of his alleged damages and, fail- 
ing to reach a settlement, filed suit in behalf of said 
Flythe against the Georgia Railway & Power Com- 
pany. During said time the said Flythe made repeated 
visits, in fact almost daily, to deponent’s law office. 


why said Felder should not accept the employment ac- 
companied Flythe across the hall to the office of said 
Felder and acquainted Felder with what Fly'the had 
said about the fee. In the presence of deponent said 
Flythe repeated to said Felder in substance and effect 
what is contained hereinbefore, stating to said Felder. 
as deponent now remembers, either a fee of $1,000.00 
or $5,000.00; but if he secured it he (Flythe) would 
want to participate in this fee, as he would act as man- 
ager of the publicity department in the campaign. 
Deponent further says on oath that said Felder 
Stated to said Flythe that he had not accepted employ- 
ment for legislative work since 1910, either before Con- 
gress or the State legislative body, that he never ex- 
pected to appear again in this line of work as paid coun- 
sel, but that he would await developments, and if it 
appeared to him that what Flythe said about it was 
true, viz: that it was proposed to legislate Pierpont 
out of office because he could not be controlled in re- 
gard to enforcing the liquor laws that he would do all 
in his power to circumvent it without any compensa- 
tion whatsoever. Returning to deponent’s office said 
Flythe expressed great surprise and disappointment 
that the said Felder would not accept said employment 
and urged deponent to have a further conference with 
the said Thos. B. Felder and insist upon his accept- 
ing compensation. This deponent did, on more than 
one occasion, but the said Felder absolutely declined 


to accept, much to the sorrow and regret of depo- 
nent. 


Deponent further says on oath that Mr. Louie P- 


Marquardt, president of the Georgia Federation of La- 
bor, called upon deponent and stated to him that the 
Federation appropriated a certain amount of monev an- 
nually to secure beneficial legislation for the labor- 
ing people, that there were pending in the legislature 
several bills looking to the betterment of labor. in the 
passage of which he was greatly interested: that he 
desired for him to see Thos. B. Felder and see if he 
could not be employed to represent the Georgia Federa- 
tion of Labor in securing the passage of the bills. De- 
ponent expressed to him his doubt as to his ability to 
get the said Felder to do so, but introduced Mar- 
quardt to Felder. After the object of his visit to said 
Felder was made known to him deponent heard the 
said Felder make the same statement in respect of the 
legislative employment that he made to said Flythe. 
Deponent heard the_said Felder state to the said Mar- 
quardt that he would be very willing to assist him in 
any way he could in securing the passage of any legis- 
lation having for its object the betterment of the labor- 
ing classes, and that he would do so without compen- 
sation or reward.

FOR LERSLATURE TODAY 


Many General and 
Local Bills. 


Columbus, Ga. June 26.—(Special.)— 
Representatives Herman Swift, Cecil 
Neill and Ed Wohlwender, Muscege2 
county’s delegation to the législature, 
leave Tuesday for Atlanta to be pres- 


ent for the convening of that body on 
Wednesday .morning for ‘the annual 


term. 

The Muscogee delegation will intro- 
duce a number of local bills at the 
coming session, the majority of which 
are of great interest in the city and 
county. Mr. Swift, however, has a 
number of bills seeking to amend the 
inheritance tax law, of which he is the 
author, in order that certain sections 
may conform to court decisions. 

The delegation proposes to.introduce 
and fight tor its passage, a bill which 
seeks to amend the charter creating 
the Columbus city court by placing the 
solicitor, sheriff and clerk on a salary 
»basis. A warm discussion of this bili 
was had last Saturday before the Bar 
association, members fighting for a res- 
olution which sought to consent of the 
Muscogee delegation to withhold pres- 
entation of the bill at this time, or un- 
til a general bill had been passed 
placing the state’s solicitors general on 
a salary basis. The members of the 
delegation stated to the Bar associa- 
tion that if the resolution was adopted, 
they would not be guided by it, but 
would introduce their bill and fight 
for its passage just the same. ‘rhe 
resolution was lost.

IN BAD CONDITION 


The Institution Is Crowded 
With 500 More Female Pa- 
tients Than Accommoda- 
tions Warrant, Says. Dr. 
Thomas R. Wright. 


Augusta, Ga., June 26.—(Special.)— 
Dr. Thomas R. Wright, who has for 
nine years been chairman of the medi- 
cal committee of the Georsia state 
sanitarium, in a statemcrt wiven out 
here, declares that this institution is 
in a deplorable condition—a status that 
in nowise reflects credit on the state. 

He alludes to the overcrowded con- 
dition of the asylum. Tue aj propria- 
tion for each patient, including his 
food, raiment, care-taking, medicincs 
and treatment is 43 cents per day. 
There are three hundrei miore white 
female patients in the female building 
than it was built to accommodate. 
There are two hundred more patients 
in the female negro building than it 
was ‘built to accommodate. Over- 
crowding like this interieres with 
Sanitary regulations and increases tne 
death rate. 

He declares that additioral_ room is 
@ necessity than cannoi be overlooked 
by the legislature. The nurses in the 
institution have no privete quarters. 
After their day’s work*emony, the pa- 
tients these nurses must sleep with 
them. : 

The trustees deem the conditions at 
the sanitarium as especially dep!ora- 
ble now, in that, in the war scare, the 
legislature will be distracted from th- 
unfortunates. The trustees have 
banded themselves together in a cru- 
Sade to do all in their power ty in- 
terest the legislators in the asylum. 
In addition to the new buildings 
spoken of and an adequate ap?ropri:- 
tion, Dr. Wright stresses the neces- 
@ity for an acute psychopathic huild- 
ing for the treatment of the acute in- 
sane, who suffer from insanity due 
to liquor, cocaine, etc. This form cf 
insanity is curable. But it cannot be 
cured in an overcrowded buiidinz, and 
while in contact with the chronic in- 
sane. It is held that it wuuld be an 
investment for the state to cure these 
people, rather than to keep them as a 
permanent expense and not sive thein 
their chance.

Of course, these good roads have helped 
wonderfully in bringing the business of the 
farms to greater efficiency, so, while the 
farmer is helped, the merchants, too, are 
benefited, and as travel is made easier, 
more intimate and cordial relations exist 
between town and country folk. 

The home _ products idea: also obtains 
there, for boosting purposes, as for the en- 
couragement of the farmers. As in Georgia, 
they have home products banquets, the first 
having been held recently, where “every: 
thing served was grown in the county, and 
each county district was represented by 
ewhat it grew best.” Of this first banquet 
and county display The Country Gentleman 
says: 


The whole menu was a fine effort in 
advertising at the county seat the prod- 
ucts grown roundabout. It ran as fol- 
lows: ; 

Bélpré consomme; Duck Creek shell- 
bark nut meats; Beverly celery; Salem 
sweet pickles; Bear Creek mashed pota- 
toes; Grandview chicken pie; Farlow cur- 
rant jelly; Ludlow peas in cases; Devol’s 
Dam ‘cabbage salad; Whipple cream 
dressing; Macksburg-brown bread; Lowell 
white bread; Warren Township butter; 
Newport frozen punch; Constitution 
pumpkin pie; Fairfield apple pie; Stan- 
leyville cheese; Watertown ice cream; 
Independence cake; Wesley Township 
apples; Marietta cigars. 


Thus every district received its full meed 
of advertising. It was an old-fashioned 
home products affair, where everybody felt 
at home, amplifying the Georgia home 
products feast. 

But the chief good to the people of the 
county lies in the interest of the mer- 
chants of the county site in the good roads 
cause. Through this they have formed ties 
of friendship with the farmers that make for 
a better understanding and; consequently, 
better business for all concerned.

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Jutland, Off Whose Shore the 
British and German Fleets Met

26.—(Special.)—Jut- 
sandy peninsula whose 
name historians probably will employ to 
designate the great naval battle recently 
fought off its shores, is the subject of today’s 
war geography bulletin from the Washing- 
ton headquarters of the National Geographic 
society, which says: 

“More appropriate than ever before seems 
the name Jammerbuet (Bay of Woe), which 
the Danes have given to the waters that 
wash the sand dunes of the northwestern 
coast of Jutland, for with the black ribs of 
many ancient wrecks on this dangerous coast 
there is now mingled the flotsam from what 
were once two of the proudest battle fleets 
that ever sailed the seas. * 

“Jutland, the continental portion of Den- 
mark, comprises nearly two-thirds the area 
of the kingdom (exclusive of colonial posses- 
sions), but with considerably less than half 
the total population. It compares with Ver- 
mont in size, but has a density of population 
three times as great. Its most striking phys- 
ical characteristics are the fjords which cut 
into the sandy seaboard, partitularly on the 
west coast. Of these the largest, Limfjord, 
is today a misnomer, for since 1822 it has 
been a sound, joining the waters of the North 
sea with the Kattegat and making an island 
of the extreme northern portion of the penin- 
sula which termintes in a cape called The 
Skaw. Owing to the character 
on both banks, the rapidity of the current 
and the violent impact of the floating ice in 
the spring, only a pontoon bridge spanned 
this sound at Aalborg until recently. 

“The highest point of land in Jutland, 
which is also the highest in the kingdom, is 
a 564-foot ‘eminence’ in a line of low hills 
near the center of the peninsula. 


Ancient Home of Warlike Cimbri. 


“Jutland was the ancient home of the war- 
like Cimbri, a tribe which for twelve years 
kept Rome in a state of panic, and which 
was the first Germanic host to make its way 
across the barrier of the Alps into northern 
Italy, anticipating the descent of the Visi- 
goths by five centuries. The Cimbri came 
within the purview of recorded history in 
113 B. C., when, after having been driven 
from their northern home, supposedly by 
North sea inundations, and having made their 
way southward through the German forests, 
they inflicted a signal defeat upon a Roman 
army under Consul Papirius Carbo, at Noreia. 
Instead of following up their success into 
Italy, the victors pushed westward into the 
Rhine valley. Four years later, however, they 
practically annihilated the Romans under 
Marius Junius Silanus on the field Arausio, 
where 80,000 troops were slain 

“This terrible reverse sent a tremor of 
terror through. the lawmakeérs on the Capito- 
line hill, and the constitution was set aside 
in order that Marius, fresh from his triumphs 
on African battlefields, might be invested 
with consular powers for five years. He was 
deemed the man of the hour, and the only 
general who could turn back the tide of 
barbarians that had debouched from Cimbri 
Chersonese, the name given to Jutland. While 
this tribe poured over the Alps, driving the 
forces of Catullus before it across the Adige 
and the Po, Marius administered a crushing 
defeat at Aquae Sextiae in Gaul to the Cim- 
bris’ companions in arms, the Teutones. 

“The consul then rushed back across the 
Alps and at Campi Raudii, near Vercelli, 
where a century earlier Hannibal had won 
his first victory on Italian soil, the invaders 
were utterly annihilated all the men, being 
killed or captured, while the women slew 
themselves and their children in preference 
to being borne to Rome in slavery. 


Jutiand’s Agricultural Poverty. 


““Jutland’s agricultural poverty dates from 
the beginning of the sixteenth century, by 
which time the peninsula had been almost 
completely denuded of its forests. It was not 
until 1866, two years after Denmark had been 
forced to relinquish Schleswig-Holstein to 
Prussia and Austria, that the Danish people 
began an appraisal of the latent agricultural 
possibilities of* their remaining domain to 
see if by cultivation they could compensate 
for their territorial losses. Colonel E. Dalgas, 
an engineer officer of the Danish army, was 
the leading spirit in the organization of the 
Danish Heath society which began to plant 
trees throughout the peninsula, a movement 
which is still going forward, and which has 
proved to be the salvation of the land. 

“Mountain firs were first planted, 
these were succeeded by red spfuce from 
‘America. These trees serve a8 a living bar- 
rier against the fierce sand-driving: gales 
from the North sea. . The interior of the pen- 
insula is fast josing its barren aspect, more 
than 2,500 square miles of heath having been 
redeemed by afforestation.

COUNCIL PASSES 


FINANCE SHEET: 


MAYOR IS EXPECTED TO USE VETO: 
INCREASE IN TAX RATE IS URGED 


The June money sheet, as adopted by the 
finance committee of council last’ Thursday 
night, was presented to the adjourned meet- 
ing of council yesterday afternoon bearing 
the favorable signatures of a majority of 
the committee and was passed by an almost 
unanimous vote. 

The finance sheet was signed favorably 
by Farlinger, W. H. Johnson, Jesse Armistead, 
Edgar Dunlap, Spratt, Williamson and Sea- 
wright. It was signed adversely by Inman 
and McDonald. | 

Immediately after the meeting of gener- 
al council the aldermanic board was called 
and took the June sheet under consideration. 
Alderman Thomson said that he would vote 
against the sheet. 

Improper, Says Thomson. 


“I feel that it is not the proper sheet,” , 


he said. “We all know that the only meth- 
od to adopt for relieving the city from its 
prsent financial embarrassment is to increase 
the tax rate. I don’t care to vote for any 
sheet that carries with it the items in this 
sheet. 

He called for the aye and nay vote on 
the sheet. When the rall was called the 
vote on the sheet by the aldermanic board 
was 5 for adoption and 4 against. It was 
passed by one vote. 

Armistead, Sisson, Seawright, Dunlap and 
Spratt voted for the sheet and Kelley, Owens, 
McDonald and Thomson voted against it. 

Alderman Kelley explained that he “felt 
the tax rate should certainly be raised and 
that the sheet was not prepared so as to re- 
lieve the present financial condition.” 

Wants Tax Raised. 
At the council meeting Alderman Thom- 


son had introduced a resolution calling for an’ 


amendment of the city charter at the coming 
session of the legislature so as to provide 
for a tax rate of $1.50 instead of the present 
rate of $1.25. After some discussion the pa- 
per was tabled on vote of council. 

The sheet provides for the items for the 
improvement of the high schools of the city 


as requested by the board of education. The 
sum total set aside for the school system 
is $791,442.48. This includes all of the items 
asked for by the board for the genera] im- 
provement of the system. 

It provides for money to build an addi- 
tion to the Tech High school and the Girls’ 
High school. ft also carries an item of $15,- 
000 for the school in the fifth ward. In ad- 
dition, the sheet provides for raising the 
salaries of the purchasing agent and the city 
hall custodian. 

Alderman Seawrigkt told the aldermanic 
board that the mayor had said to him he 
would not sign the sheet with the two salary 
increases. 


Mayor Wen't Talk. 


Mayor Woodward was asked if he intend- 
ed to sign the sheet. “IT have not seen it,” 
he replied. “Il refuse to state. I intend to 
keep my attitude on the matter to myself 
for the next few days and will tell what l 
decide to do when I make the decision. 

“IT notice that the members of counelil 
did not vote vea and nay, and thus put them- 
selves on record. By this they have become 
liable if there is amy trouble. The sheet 
yrovides for the raising of two salaries that 
have been fixed for a year. That is clearly 
illegal. They will hear from me on that 
matter. But I won't tell how I will act on 
the sheet.”

Warfield Passes Through 
Atlanta to Attend the 
Cattle Meeting at Moultrie 


S Davies Warfield, chairman of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the Seaboard Air Line 
Railway company and president of the 
Southern Settlement and Development asso- 
ciation, passed through the city yesterday 
en route to Moultrie, where he is to deliver 
an address before the Cattle conference to 
be held in that city commencing today. 

Mr. Warfield is deeply interested in any- 
thing and everything having for its ob- 
ject the development of the south, and al- 
though a very busy man, being the executive 
head of numerous important business enter- 
prises, in addition to the Seaboard Air Line 
Railway company, he always finds time to 
be present and lend a helping hand on such 
occasions as that at Moultrie this week. 

Mr. Warfield was recently chosen a mem- 
ber of the reorganization committee of the 
Rock Island railroad. This committee was 
only recently organized to take up the dif- 
ficult and arduous work of reorganizing 
that system. Mr. Warfield left important 
conferences of the committe, now in session 
in New York, in order to attend the Cattle 
conference at Moultrie. The other members 
of the committee were taken from the vari- 
ous committees representing the several 
classes of security holders of the Rock Island 
system. He was elected because of his not 
representing any particular class of secur- 
ity holders, and because of his wide experi- 
ence in matters of this kind, evidenced by 
his successful handling of the reorganiza- 
tion of the financial structure ofthe Seaboard 
Air Line Railway company; also because of 
his recognized fairness in dealing with the 
various interests where the strictest impar- 
tiality is essential. 

The Rock Island railroad is one of the 
great systems of the west, operating some 
8,000 miles of road, and it is said that the 
reorganization committee will have to deal 
with hundreds of millions of securities in 
working out a plan of financial rehabilita- 
tion. The other members of the committee 
are Mr. Seward Prosser, president of the 
Bankers’ Trust company, New York; Mr. 
James Speyer, of James Speyer & Co., bank- 
ers, of New York; Mr. Charles Hayden, of 
Hayden, Stone & Co., bankers, of Boston, 
and Messrs. Boinot and Amster, president of 
the First Trust and Savings Bank of Chi- 
cago, and of The Boston Banker, respec- 
tively.

WILSON MUST BE BEATEN, 
DECLARES T. ROOSEVELT 


In His Letter the Colonel 
Scores German-American 
Alliance and Says Hughes 
Feels About That Organ- 
ization as He Does. 


Chicago, June 26.—Following is the 
text of Colonel Roosevelt's letter to 
the progressive national committee, in 
which he declined the party’s nomina- 
tion for the presidency and urged the 
organization to support Charles E. 


Hughes: 

To the Progressive National Commit- 
tee—Gentlemen: In accordance with 
the message I sent to the progressive 
national convention as soon 4s I had 
received the notification that it had 
nominated me for president, 1 now com- 
municate to you my reasons for declin- 
ing the honor which 1 so deeply ap- 
preciate. Since the adjournment of 
the convention, I have received between 
two and three thousand letters and tele- 

rams from men who had supported me 
‘for the nomination, the majority ex- 

ressing the desire that l would re- 
use to run, while a minority urged 
that 1 should accept the nomination. 
As it is a physical impossibility to 
answer these letters and telegrams in- 
dividually, I beg of the courtesy of 
‘the senders that they will accept this 
public statement in lieu of such an- 
sewers. 
Lauds Progressives. 


-Before speaking of anything else, I 
wish to express my heartiest and most 
unstinted admiration for the character 
and services of the men and women 
who made up the progressive national 
convention in 1916. I can give them no 
higher praise than to say that in all 
respects they stood level with the men 
and women who in 1912 joined at Chi- 
cago to found the progressive party. 
These two conventions, in character, in 
disinterestedness, in vision, in insight, 
in high purpose, and in desire to ren- 
der practical service to the _ people, 
typified exactly what such bodies ought 
to be in a great self-governing democ- 
racy. They represented the spirit which 
moved Abraham Lincoln and his politi- 
cal associates during the decade pre- 
ceding the close of the civil war. The 
latform put forth in 1912 was much 

e most important public document 
romulgated in this country since the 
Geath of Abraham Lincoln. It repre- 
sented the first effort on a large scale 
to translate abstract formulas of eco- 
nomic and social justice into concrete 
American nationalism; the effort to ap- 


ly the principles of Washington and | 
ment that I made in my telegram to

States ‘in the twentieth century. No 
finer effort was ever made to serve 

_ the American people, in a spirit of high 
“Noyalty to all that is loftiest in the 
‘American tradition. 


What Events Have Shown. 


Events have shown that the progres- 
sive party in 1912 offered the only al- 
ternative to the triumph of the demo- 
cratic party. Moreover, these events 
have shown that the application of the 
principles which we then advocated is 
evon more necessary to this nation than 
we at the time supposed. 

The results of the terrible world war 
of the past two years have now made 
it evident to all who are willing to see, 
that in this country there must be 
spiritual and industrial preparedness, 
along the lines of efficiency, of loyal 
service to the nation, and of practical 
application of the precept that each 
man must be his brother’s keeper. Fur- 
thermore, it is no less evident, that this 

reparedness for the tasks of peace 

orms the only sound basis for that in- 

dispensable military preparedness 
which rests on universal military train- 
ing, and which finds expression in uni- 
versal obligatory service in time of 
war. Such universal obligatory train- 
ing and service are the necessary com- 
plements of universal suffrage, and 
represent the realization of the true 
American, the democratic, ideal in 
both peace and war. 

Sooner or later the national princi- 

les championed by the progressives of 

912 must in their general effect be 
embodied in the structure of our na- 
tional existence. With all my heart I 
shall continue to work for these great 
ideals, shoulder to shoulder with the 
men and women who in 1912 cham- 
pioned them; and I am sure that these 
men and women will show a like lov- 
alty to the other, the fundamental, 
ideals which the events of the past 
two years have proven to be vital to 
the permanency of our national exist- 
ence. The method by which we are to 
show our loyalty to these ideals must 
be determined in each case by the 
actual event. Our loyalty is to the fact, 
to the principle, to the ideal, and not 
merely to the name, and least of all 
to the party name. 

Impetus to Movement. 

The progressive movement has been 
given an incalculable impetus by what 
the progressive party has done. Our 
strongest party antagonists have ac- 
cepted and enacted into law, or embod- 
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ied in theis party platforms, very many 
of our most important principles. Much 
has been accomplished in awakening 
the public to a better understanding 
of the problems of social and industrial 
welfare. 

Yet it has become entirely evident, 
that the people under existing condi- , 
tions are not prepared to accept a new 
party. 

It is impossible for us progressives 
to ahandon our convictions. But we 
are faced with the fact that as things 
actually are the progressive national 
organization no longer offers the means 
whereby we can make these convictions ; 
effective in our national life. Under 
such circumstances, our duty is to do 
the best we can, and not to sulk because 
our leadership is rejected. That we 
ourselves continue to believe that the 
course we advocated was in the high- 
est interest of the American people is 
aside from the question. It is unpat- 
riotic to refuse to do the best possible , 
merely because the people have not put 
us in position to do what we regard as 
the very best. It remains for us, good 
humoredly and with common sense, to 
face the situation and endeavor to get 
out of it the best that it can be made 
to yield from the standpoint of the 
interests of the nation as a whole. 


Situation at Present. 


This was the situation at the open- 
ing of the present year. It was clearly 
evident that unless a cataclysm oc- 
curred the presidential election would 
result in the choice of either the re- 
publican or the democratic nominee. 


; 


he present administration, during its 

three years of life, had been guilty of 
shortcomings more signal than those 
of any administration since the days of 
Buchanan. From the standpotnt. of 
national honor and interest, it stood on 
an even lower level than the adminis- 
tration of Buchanan. No administra- 
tion in our history had done more to 
relax the spring of the national will 
and to deaden the national conscience. 
Within the republican party conflicting 
forces were at work. There were men 
among the organization leaders who 
advocated a course of action such as 
offered no improvement upon the dem- 
ocratic position, and advocated the 
nomination of candidates whose elec- 
tion would have represented no im- 
provement upon the continuance in 
office of Mr. Wilson. If such a course 
were followed, it would obviously be- 
come our duty to run a third ticket. 
But it was plainly our duty to do 
everything honorable in order to pre- 
vent such a necessity; to do every- 
thing short of sacrificing our most sa- 
cred convictions in order to secure the 
alignment under one leadership of the 
forces opposed to the continuance in 
power of Mr. Wilson and the demo- 
cratic party. 


Duty Outlined by Leaders. 


Under these circumstances the pro- 
gressive national committee, at Chi- 
cago, in January, outlined our duty to 
seek common action with the republi- 
can party, using the following words: 
Our people are seeking ny Milos Peete 
leadership of tne highest order and 
most courageous character; leadership 
that will draft to itself: for the coun- 
try’s benefit the unselfish and patri- 
otic services of its ablest citizens. The 
Surest way to secure for our country 
the required leadership will be by hav- 
ing, if possible, both the progressive 
and republican parties choose the 
Same standard bearer and the same 
principles.” : 

Six weeks later, on March 9 in my 
Trinidad statement, I asked for a sim- 
ilar combination against the democratic 
party, on a platform of “clean-cut, 
straightout national Americanism,” and 
for a candidate “who will not merely 
stand for such a program before elec- 
tion, but will resolutely and in good 


faith put it through if elected.” 
This was, in effect, the same state-

‘certain that the candidate is incapable 


ex-Senator Jackson, pending the con- 
vention, which ran in part as follows: 
“Can we not, forgetting past differ- 
ences, now join, for the safety and 
honor of our country, to enforce the 
policies of genuine Americanism and 
genuine preparedness? Surely we can 
afford to act in accordance with the 
words of Abraham Lincoln when he 
said, ‘May not all having a common 
interest reunite in a common effort to 
Save our common country? May we 
ask those who have not differed with 
us to join in this same spirit toward 
those who have? As far as my own 
soul is known to me it is in this same 
spirit that at this time I make my 
appeal to the republicans and progres- 
sives assembled at Chicago.” 


Earnest Hope for Union. 


In addition to these public state- 
ments I had also stated my own atti- 
tude verbally, and in letters, during 
the weeks immediately preceding the 
convention, to scores of leading pro- 
gressives from all parts of the coun- 
try, including many of the leaders at 
the convention. To these men I ex- 
pressed my earnest hope that the re- 
publicans would so act as to make it 
possible for the progressives to join 
with them. I stated to them, however, 
that in view of the attitude of some 
of the republican leaders it was at 
least conceivable that we should be 
put in a position where our highest 
duty, our fealty to the country, our 
sense of what patriotism demanded in 
a great crisis would make it impera- 
tive upon us to run a separate ticket; 
and that whether in such event it 
would be necessary for me to head that 
ticket could not be determined in ad- 
vance. I[ stated in these interviews 
and in these letters, with the utmost 
emphasis, that the decision of this 
point, like the whole matter of running 
a separate ticket, would have to be de- 
termined by what the interests of the 
country demanded in view of the action 
finally taken by the conventions at 
Chicago. 

At the time many of the republican 
leaders asserted that my statements 
were not made in good faith: that I 
really intended to insist upon my own 
nomination by the republican conven- 
tion; and that if I was not so nomi- 
nated, I intended to accept the pro- 
gressive nomination and run on a third 
ticket. Of course my fellow progres- 
sives were under no such error. They 
knew that I spoke in good faith and 
meant exactly what I said. They knew 
that my utterances were to be accepted 
at their exact face value as meaning 
that if the republicans nominated a 
man whom we could conscientiously 
support we would support him. The 
pa aie a convention came together 

nowing my public statements and, 
therefore, knowing exactly what my at- 
titude was, 


Believes Hughes Meets Conditions. 


In my judgment, the nomination of 
Mr. Hughes meets the conditions set 
forth in the statement of the progres- 
sive national committee, issued last 
January, and in my own statements. 
Under existing conditions, the nomina- 
tion of a third ticket would, in my 
judgment, be morally a move in the in- 
terest of the election of Mr. Wilson. I 
eeaere Mr. Hughes as a man whose 
public record is a guarantee that “he 
will not merely stand for a program of 
clean-cut, straightout Americanism be- 
fore election, but will resolutely and 
in good faith put it through if elected.” 
He is beyond all comparison better fit- 
ted to be president than Mr. Wilson. It 
would be a grave detriment to the coun- 
try to re-elect Mr. Wilson. I shall, 
therefore, strongly support Mr. Hughes.

Such being the case, it is unnecessary 
to say that I cannot accept the nomi- 
nation on a third ticket.

American alliances and the _ similar 
bodies, which have, in the pre-nomina- 
tion campaign, played not merely an 
un-American but a thoroughly anti- 
American part. These men have noth- 
ing in common with the great body of 
Americans who are in whole or in part 
of German blood; and who are precise- 
ly as good Americans as those of any 
other ancestry. There are not, and 
neverghas been, in all our land, better 
citizens than the great mass of the men 
and women of German birth or descent 
who have been or are being completely 
merged in our common American 
nationality; a nationality distinct 
from any in Europe, for <Ameri- 
cans who are good Americans are 
German-Americans than 
they are English-Americans, or 
Irish-Americans, or Scandinavian- 
Americans. They are Americans and 
nothing else. No good American, what- 
ever his ancestry or creed, can have 
any feeling except scorn and detesta- 
tion fon, those professional German- 
American® who seek to make the 
American president in effect a viceroy 
of the German emperor. The profes- 
sional German-Americans of this type 
are acting purely in the sinister in- 
terest of Germany. They have shown 
their eager readiness to sacrifice the 
interest of the United States whenever 
its interest conflicted with that of Ger- 
They represent that adherence 
to the politico-racial hyphen which is 
the badge and sign of moral treason 
to the republic. I have singled these 
men out for specific denunciation, and 
assuredly if { support a candidate it 
may be accepted as proof that I am 


of being influenced by the evil in- 
trigues of these hyphenated Americans. 

Mr. Hughes’ character and his whole 
course of condcut in public affairs jus- 
tify us in the assured conviction that 
the fact that these men have for their 
Own purposes supported him will, in 
no shape or way, affect his public ac- 
tions before or after election. His en- 
tire public life is a guarantee of this. 

Bitter Attack on Wilson. 

The events of the last three and a 
half years have shown that as much 
cannot be said for Mr. Wilson. In Mr. 
Wilson’s case we do not have to con- 
sider his words, but his deeds. His 
deeds absolutely contradict his words; 
and for the matter of that his words 
absolutely contradict one another. It 
is folly to pay heed to any of the prom- 
ises in the platform on which he now 
Stands in view of the fact that almost 
every important promise contained in 
the platform on which he stood four 
years ago has since been broken. We 
owe all of our present trouble with the 
professional German-American ele- 
ment in the United States to Mr. Wil- 
sony timid and vacillating course dur- 
ing the last two years. ‘he defenders 
of Mr. Wilson have alleged in excuse 
for him that he confronted a difficult 
Situation. As*¥regards Mexico, the sit- 
uation which Mr. Wilson confronted 
was nothing like as difficult as that 
which President McKinley confronted 
in connection with Cuba and the Phil- 
Ippines at the time of the Spanish war. 
Under the actual circumstances we 
could with only a minimum of risk have 
protested on behalf of Belgium, a small, 
well-behaved nation, when she was ex- 
posed to the last extremity of outrage 
by the brutal violation of her neutral 
rights; this violation being itself a 
violation of The Hague conventions to 
which we were a signatory power. As 
regards the foreign situation generally 
during the great war, the fact of the 
existence of the war made it far easier 
and safer for Mr. Wilson to assert our 
rights than if he had had to deal with 
some single strong power which was 
at the time unhampered by war. Dur- 
ing the past twenty years questions 
have arisen with powers of the first 
rank, such as England, Japan and Ger- 
many, each of which has necessitated 
far greater courage, resolution and 
judgment on the part of the president 
dealing with it than President Wilson 
need have shown in order to put a 
complete stop to the continually re- 
peated murder of American’ men, 
women and children on the high seas 
by German submarines—the Lusitania 
being merely the worst of many such 
cases. The same feebleness that was 
shown by President Wilson in dealing 
with Germany abroad was also shown 
by him in dealing with the organized 
German outrages within our own land, 
and, finally, in dealing with the organ- 
ized German-American vote. The con- 
tinued existence of the German-Ameri- 
can menace at home is directly due to 
Mr. Wilson’s course of action during 
the past two years. 


Why Hughes Was Nominated. 


Certain of my friends who feel that 
the progressives should run a third 
ticket base their feeling on objection 
to the character or actions of the re- 
publican national convention. As re- 
gards this point, it is sufficient to say 
that the members of the republican na- 
tional convention were unquestionably 
induced to nominate Mr. ughes pri- 
marily because of the belief that his 
integrity and force of character, and 
his long record of admirable public 
service, would make him peculiarly ac- 
ceptable, not only to the rank and file 
vf the republican party, but to the 
people generally. I do not believe that 
Mr. Hughes would have been nominated 
if it had not been for the fight on 
behalf of public decency and efficiency 
which the progressive party has waged 
during the past four years. 

in any event, and without any re- 
gard to what the personal feelings of 
any of us may be as regards the ac- 
tion of the republican convention, I 
wish very solemnly to ask the repre- 
sentatives of the progressive party te 
consider at this time only the welfare 
of the people of the United States. We 
shall prove false to our ideals and our 
professions if, in this grave crisis of the 
nation’s life, we permit ourselves to be 
swerved from the one prime duty of 
serving with cool judgment and single- 
minded devotion the nation’s needs. 
Our own political fortunes, individually 
and collectively, are of no consequence 
whatever, when compared wit the 
honor and welfare of the people of the 
United States. Such things do not 
count when weighed in the balance 
against our duty to serve well the 
country in which, after we are dead, 
our children and our children’s chil- 
dren are to live. 

World in Great Crisis. 

The world is passing through a great 
crisis and no man can tell what trial 
and jeopardy will have to be faced by 
this nation during the years immedi- 
ately ahead. There is now no longer 
before us for decision the question as 
to what particular man we may sever- 
ally most desire to see at the head of 
the government. We can decide only 
whether during these re, vital 
years this country shall be entrusted 
to the leadership of Mr. Hughes or Mr. 
Wilson. 

Mr. Wilson has been tried and found 
wanting. His party, because of its 
devotion to the outworn theory of 
state rights, and because of its reliance 
upon purely sectional support, stands | 
against that spirit of far-sighted na- 
tionalism which is essential if we are 
to deal adequately with our gravest 
social and industrial problems. Mr. 
Wilson and his party have in actual 
practice lamentably failed to safeguard 
the interest and honor of the United 
States. They have brought us to im- 
potence abroad and to division and 
They have accus- 
tomed us to see the highest and most 
responsible offices of government filled 
by incompetent men rec Pc only for 
reasons of partisan politics. They have 
dulled the moral sense of the people. 


They have taught us that peace, the 
peace of cowardice and dishonor and 
indifference to the welfare of others, 
is to be put above righteousness, above 
the stern and unflinching performance 
of duty whether the duty is pleasant or 
unpleasant. Yet in Mexico they have 
failed even to secure the peace which 
they thus sought; and they have failed 
in spite of the most ample opportunity 
and most ample warning, to prepare in 
any real fashion to meet the crisis 
which their own policy invited. They 
have taught us to put “safety first,”’

STATE PROGRESSES 
IN WORK OF SCHOOLS 


State Superintendent, However, 
Deplores Lack of Com- 
pulsory Education. 


‘That the state has progressed in ed- 
ucational matters is shown by the an- 
nual report of the state superintendent 
of schools, M. L. Brittain, which is just 
ready for the general assembly. In 
1914 the total value of school property 
was $13,036,547.03, while that of last 
year was $14,691,213.97. The .amount 
raised by local taxation for school uses 
last year was $2,387,729.42, while that 
of the vear 1914 was $2,076,346.85. 

The following are some of the rec- 
ommendations which Superintendent 
Brittain makes: More liberal tax 
laws; a compulsory education law; 
creation of an illiteracy commission; 
a start in the direction of providing 
free text-books; a test of state publi- 
cation of text-books by arranging for 
the state to publish two text-books of 
a local coloring; the codification and 
rearrangement of the school laws; and 
a change in the method of distributing 
the state school fund. 


Great Progress Made. 


The report refers to the progress 
made in school matters as follows: 

“Progress was made with the legis- 
lature at its last session as to the 
prompt payment of teachers. Through 
the Walker bill each county and local 
system is now able to secure that part 
of the school funds appropriated by 
the state each month. To do this re- 
quires an interest charge of 3% per 
cent, reducing this expense consider- 
ably more than half the amount paid 
in the past. This is probably the best 
we can do, unless our fiscal system is 
rearranged. ‘ 

Mr. Brittain speaks somewhat at 
length on the subject of compulsory 
education. “All but two states in this 
union, namely, Georgia and Mississippi, 
have enacted compulsory'§ attendance 
laws. The figures show that 169,630 
children of school age in this state did 
not attend school a day last’ year. 
Many of these have never been en- 
rolled during any previous year. With- 
out the strong arm of the law they will 
grow up in ignorance just as thou- 
sands before them have done.”

Parents in Atlanta Get Let- 
ter From Commander Who 
Praises Heroic Conduct of 
American in the European 
Wear. 


George Alexander Speer, Jr., lieuten- 
ant in the Twenty-first Canadian bat- 
talion, and a son of Mr. and Mrs. 
George A. Speer, of Atlanta, has been 
awarded the military cross “for deeds 
of valor,” and will be decorated by 
bis majesty, the King of England, at 
an early date. ‘ 

The news came yesterday to Mr. 
Speer in a letter from their son's com- 
manding officer, W. St. Pierre Hughes, 
lieutenant colonel Twenty-first Cana- 
dian battalion, the letter reading as 
follows: 7

These or- 
ders begin with the awards from the 
king and state that “His majesty has 
been graciously pleased on the occa- 
sion of his birthday to give direc- 
tions for the following appointments 
for services rendered in connection 
with military operations in the field.” 

Lieutenant Speer, who was grad- 
uated from Virginia Military institute 
and won. the appointment’ there to 
West Point, was graduated from the 
Urrited States Military academy and 
was a lieutenant in the United States 
army, stationed in the Philippines, 
when the European war began. He re- 
signed from the United States army 
to see actual war service and joining 
the Canadian forces in Ottowa, went 
to England as an. officer and has 
been at the front ever since. He is 
now twenty-three years old.

New York, June 26.—(Speciai.)—Liver- 
pool was much better than looked for this 
morning and had we followed the invitation 
then offered our market would have shown 
12 to 15 points advance.

Ugliness of Mexic Situation. 


PROVISIONS SCORE 
NEW HIGH RECORD 


English Boycott of Ameri- 
can Bacon Failed to Curb 
Upswing — Crop Damage 
Boosts Wheat Values. 


Chicago, June 26.—Reports of black 
rust and other adverse crop conditions 
in the southwest, together with in- 
creased prospect of war with the de 
facto government of Mexico, tended 
today to bring about an upturn in the 
wheat market. Largely as a result, 
closing quotations, although unsettled, 
were % to %c net higher, with July 
at $1.02%, and September at $1.04%. 
Corn finished unchanged to %c up, 
oats varying from ‘tec decline to 4c 
advance, and provisions at a rise of 
‘% to 20c. 

Notwithstanding some hesitancy, 
which at the outset was displayed be- 
cause of ideal weather and field reports 
from the northwest, the wheat market 
soon turned decidedly against the 
bears. Faced by the likelihood of per- 
haps indefinitely protracted war oper- 
ations by United States military forces, 
traders gave evident signs of a grow- 
ing opinion that European interests 
had unduly pressed wheat values. Pre- 
dictions that the British blockade on 
Greece would be lifted without de- 
lay gave further impetus toward an 
advance. 

Then came word that heavy rains 
were continuing to interfere with the 
harvesting and shipping of the new 
crop in Oklahoma and Kansas. ‘Word 
that black rust had developed in Kan- 
sas wheat carried prices here to the 
topmost point of the day. It was said, 
however, that the ‘rust was not of the 
dreaded spring wheat kind, and that 
possibly the damage would be confined 
to fields standing in water. Only 200,- 
000 bushels of United States wheat was 
reported as having been sold today to 
Europe. : 

Coarse grains were strengthened by 
an improved demand from shippers, in- 
cluding export sales of 200,000 bushels 
of corn and 250,000 bushels of oats. 
It was said 1,500,000 bushels of corn 
would be shipped from here this week. 
Higher temperatures, though, acted 
somewhat as a bearish offset on corn. 
Excellent crop reports made the bulls 
timid regarding oats. 

Highest prices of the season were 
reached for pork and ribs (bacon). The 
basis of the advance was a rise in the 
value of hogs. Announcement from 
Liverpool that a movement was in 
progress there to boycott bacon from 
the United States appeared to have no 
effect on the market here.

Referring to the Hughes candidacy, 
Mr. Parker said: 

“His candidacy represents the terrific 
precedent of dragging a judge of the 
United States supreme court into the 
mire of politics to be used as a mask 
for professional politicians.” 

After Oscar King Davis, secretary 
of the committee, had read Colonel 
Theodore Roosevelt's letter finally de- 
clining he progressive nomination for 
president and urging that Mr. Hughes 
be supported by progressives in order 
to defeat President Wilson, the com- 
mittee voted to accept Colonel Roose- 
velt’s declination and took a recess for 
luncheon. 

‘No Third Party Threat. 

At the beginning of the afternoon 
session Chairman Hale ruled the next 
order of business was to fill the va- 
cancy on the ticket caused*‘by the re- 
fusal of Colonel Roosevelt to run. 

Bainbridge Colby, of New York, pre- 
sented the name of Victor Murdock, of 
Kansas, chairman of the national com- 
mittee, now on his way to China. This 
led to a clash between Raymond Rob- 
ins, of Illinois, and Mr. Colby, in which 
the lie was passed. Mr. Robins said

Mr. Murdock had told him he 
not accept the presidential nomination. 
The p osition to run a third party 


ticket then was defeated 31 to 1%.. 
Mr. Garfield next introduced a reso- 
lution indorsing Hughes for presi¢ent 
and directing the executive committee 
of the progressive party to co-operate 
with the republicans in the campaign. 
Mr. Cochems, of Wisconsin, contend- 
ed the committee had no authority to 
indorse any candidate, and that its 
power was limited to the filling of the 
vacancy on the ticket caused by the 
refusal of Colonel Roosevelt to run. 


Raymond Rebins fer Wilson. 


Chairman Hale ruled that the motion 
to indorse or recommend the republi- 
can candidate for president was out 
of order, and a debate of several hours 
ensued. 

Finally Mr. Garfield appealed from 
the decision of the chair and was sus- 
tained, 33 to 14. During the discussion 
Raymond Robins indicated he would 
support President Wilson if the pro- 
gressives did not put a ticket in the 
field. 

Mr. Parker made a fiery protest 
against any indorsement. Many of the

Before the roll was called on the in- 
dorsement of Hughes, Mr. Colby made 
an unsuccessful attempt to have all ac- 
tion delayed until August 56, the anni- 
versary of the birth of the party.

Jury Returns Verdict in 20
